“If Korea 
is occupied by a foreign power, the 
Japan Sea ceases to be Japanese, and 
the Korean Straits are ne longer in our 
control. Our public men are of many 
parties, not of two only, as are yours 
in America. Our Cabinets are the prod- 
uct of coalitions, which, for the time be- 
ing, seem to His Majesty and the iegis- 
lative power best to serve the interests 
of the country. Foreign policy is a 
thing entirely apart. In the considera- 
tion of Korea and Manchuria, all men 
of all parties needed only patriotism to 
realize the singleness of our interests. 
Whatever Cabinet was in power con- 
tinued the policy of its predecessor, and 


the policy of all on a question which put 


the very life of our nation at stake. So 
our unchanging attitude from the out- 
set of our disagreement with Russ'a 
has been natural and inevitable. In its 
negotiations, the government has pa- 
tiently kept the hope of peace in view.

As a monument of the initial 
step, the old forts built after Perry's 
coming still stand in Tokio Bay. The 
diplomacy of such men as- Yamagata, 
with the constructive home policy of 
Ito, went hand in hand with military 
organization, in which the fear of In- 
dia’s fate was the battle cry of clans 
to sing their differences.“ But still the 
foreigners in the treaty ports lived un- 
der their own laws. The second step 
was the Chino-Japanese war, when the 
world expected to see the giant crush 
the midget under his thumb, and in- 
stead saw the mite raise the flag of vic- 
tory over the giant's belly.

Meridian, having been taken from 
certain persons in Kemper county, 
who, it 18 charged, held him in forced 
servitude. This is the first substan- 
tial charge of peonage that has come 
to the attention of United States of- 
ficials in Mississippi and it is learned 
that the neighborhood where the ar- 
rests were made is in a state of ex- 
citement. . 

While the officials decline to dis- 
cuss thé matter, it is learned from 
other sources that the parties 
charged with the offense not only have 
made threats that they would not 
only kill the negro and the deputies 
who arrested him but would also kill 
the witnesses against them and burn 
their property. | 

It is further learned from the clerk 
of the United States Court that Shepp 
Griffin was arrested on a bench war- 
rant on the application of the District 
Attorney, commanding marshal 
to take Griffin and hold him as a wit- 
ness before the Federal grand jury 
next Monday. 

Reputable white citizens of Kemper 
county brought this case to the atten- 
tion of the marshal, asserting to him 
that the negro had been stripped and 
whipped for leaving, the premises of 
those who held him. So severe was 
the beating that his clothing stuck for 
several days to the gashes made by 
the lash. On his second escape, it is 
alleged that he fied into Nessobal 
county, where he was recaptured, pis- 
tols were drawn on him, a rope was 
placed around his neck and fastened 
to the saddle of one of his captors and 
he was dragged and driven into Kem- 
per county.

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STEALS FRENCH SECRETS.

Cable.] In spite of official reticence

Capt. Hill had a long conversation 
with the Japanese admirals when in 
Japan, shortly before leaving, and 
they told him that the main objective 
of the Japanese operations at present 
was Port Arthur. They were to cap- 
ture that port at any cost, and were 
confident of their ability to do so. No 
effort, the Japanese minister assured 
Capt. Hill, would be spared to reduce 
Port Arthur as quickly as possible. It 
would then be refortified by the Jap- 
anese, wha, would remain there, instead 
of following the Russians into the 
wilds of Northern Manchuria or Si- 
beria. The intention also is to reduce 
Viadivostok as soon as the ice goes 
out.
